THE TREND TOWARD WILSON. 

Though it is little more than a fortnight since 
Wilson’s nomination, is it too much to say that 
a strong general confidence exists in the mind of 
the country that he will be elected? Already in 
some quarters there is talk of a Wilson landslide. 
Predictions are made for an overwhelming ma- 
jority in New York, and even Pennsylvania is dis- 
cussed as debatable ground. 

That Wilson’s candidacy. appeals to something 
deeper and broader than party feeling may be 
gathered from abundant utterances within the 
fortnight from various parts of the nation, While 
the Democratic press has stfongly declared for 
Wilson virtually without exception, the bold dec- 
larations of the independent press have been far 
more telling; and still more striking have been 
the lack of conviction and want of spirit dis- 
played in the Republican attack. 

Both Roosevelt and Taft haye visibly weak- 
ened in the discussion of the past two weeks. The 
fcrmer’s strength has ebbed with the declaration 
of numerous powerful independent newspapers 
that there was no need of his candidacy; with Gov.

Chicago Inter Ocean: The Senate of the United 
States, by a vote of 55 to 28, has declared vacant 
the seat of William Lorimer of Illinois, on the 
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ground that Mr. Lorimer’s election had been pro- 
cured by bribery and corruption. 

The date was July 13, 1912, and in the year 
of the independence of the United States the 
127th. The date is worth remembering. History 
will record it as the day on which the Senate of 
the United States became so degraded that a 
majority of its members knowingly branded an 
innocent man as guilty of. an infamous crime.

PETERHOF, Russia, July 20.—As the Czar and 
Czarina were on their way from Livadia, in the 


Crimea, to Moscow recently, they halted at the 
seaside town of Galton, where a charity flower 
day was organized. Vendors were not only drawn 
from members of the aristocracy traveling with 
Their Majesties, but from the imperial family 
itself. Seriously guarded kiosks were placed 
along the sea promenade, and there the Czar, the 
Czarina and their children sold flowers to privi- 
leged customers. The royal party collected $4000 
in half an hour, 

The Czar went to Moscow more nervous than 
ever, after an absence of seven years, to unvail a 
statue of his father. When the royal train arrived 
from the Crimea, and the local dignitaries partook 
with him the bread and salt of welcome, he re- 
fused to leave his state compartment, saying he 
knew a plot had been hatched against him. It 
took over an hour’s persuasion to induce him to 
drive into the town. Then he gave orders that 
the horses were to go at a gallop. He was white 
as death and too much agitated to acknowledge 
the salutes of the, crowds. 

The day before he arrived the police entered all 
houses on the streets through which the Czar 
would pass, told the people to remeve from their 
cellars what they might want during the Czar’s 
siay, then locked and sealed them, taking away 
all keys. Watering hose used to sprinkle the 
pavements was pierced in many places in search 
of possible bombs. People were forbidden to ap- 
pear on balconies or in windows during the royal 
progress on pain of being instantly shot. 


CZAR CERTAIN OF VIOLENT DEATH. 


The Czar’s nerves took a turn for the worse 
when Premier Stolypin was shot within a few 
yards of him at Kieff. He says he trusts nobody 
and knows he must die a violent death, but wants 
to put off the evil moment until his son grows up. 

His four daughters appeared for the first time 
in public in Russian court dress when the statue 
of their grandfather was unveiled. 

There is no more foundation for the newspaper 
reports of the engagement of Grand Duchess 
Olga, the eldest daughter, now in her seventeenth 
year, than there was in January last, when the 
Post-Dispatch published the whole story. She is 
still in love with her cousin, Dimitri Pavlovitch, 
and the Czar is holding out for a union with Boris, 
the future Czar of the Bulgars.

Every corner of the apart- 
ment was searched in vain. 

Suddenly a noise came from a cupboard in a 
distant corner and the Cszarina became hysteri- 
cal, Several soldiers, headed by their officers, 
surrounding the cupboard door with drawn swords 
and called upon the hidden assassin to disarm. 
Dead silence reigned as the Captain heroically 
opened the door. 

Out jumped a huge black cat. The Czar, sud- 
denly relieved, laughed heartily and all followed 
suit except the Czarina, who was too confused to 
do anything. The cat had upset several pairs of 
boots on trees in its efforts to get out. In the 
large, carpetiess, curtainiess room the noise 
seemed terrific. 

It proved that the cat is a‘ pet of the Grand 
Duchess Marie Paviona and had walked more than 
a mile to the palace from the villa where its 
mistress is staying. The superstitious Czar 
deemed it a good omen for his meeting with Em- 
peror William. 

Grand Duke Paul Restored. 


Grand Duchess Marie Pavlona’s father, Grand 
Duke Paul, was one of those who accompanied 
the: Czar in the Imperial yacht, Standart, for the 
meeting with the Kaiser. After 10 years the 
Grand Duke has been restored to his position at 
court, of which he was deprived because of a mor- 
ganatic marriage. 

In defiance of the Czar’s orders, he married a 
divorced woman, Olga von Pistohlkors, barely a 
year after losing his wife, the beautiful Princess 
Marie of Greece, in tragic circumstances. He 
bought a residence in Paris, facing the Bois de 
Boulogne, and succeeded in getting the decrepit 
Prince Regent of Bavaria to confer the title of 
Countess von Hohenfelsen upon his inamorita, 
The German Emperor removed him from the 
coloneley of No, 6 Regiment of the Prussian 
Guards, which was conferred upon the Czar, who 
still holds the honor.

“In London, the zoological garden. ‘is 
in Regent Park,” said Widen: “That 
‘ollection of animals, numbering., about 
3000, is by far the most complete“in:the 
world. 
public. While’ London has the :largest 
and most complete zoological, garden 
in the world, Berlin certainly ‘has. the 
most beautiful, for there special atten- 
tion. has. heen given to the architectural 
features of the various buildings. The 
collection of animals number 1300 speci- 
mens. The entrance fee is one mark. 

“The next most beautiful zoological 
garden is that of Cairo, Egypt. It is at 
Gezira, on the west bank of the Nile, 
just across from Cairo. It contains 
about 1000 animals, and the buildings 
housing them are gems architecturally. 
There are several small lakes and min- 
ature streams, crossed by artistic 
bridges, various pagodas, and grottoes. 


Rome Zoo Is Unusual, 
“By far the most unusual zoo is that 


at Rome, It is located in'a portion of 
the Pincian Garden, and, although not 
very large, is beautifully laid out. Minia- 
ture hills of rocks and earth have been 
built. They contain caves and caverns 
and the animals are allowed to ' roam 
ever them, so visitors see ‘the animals, 
as it were, in their natural state. A 
large pit is dug around these miniature 
hills. The pit is also protected by large, 
nigh iron .fences, all of which affords 
protection to the public. The animals 
in this garden all appear to have more 
life and vivacity than the caged-up. anl- 
mals of other gardens. The admission 
tee to the garden is one lire, 2c in our 
money. 

“The garden at Antwerp is located in 
the heart of the city, very close to the 
railroad station. It has a large collec- 
tion, but special attention has been paid 
to birds. The admission is one franc, 
20c in our money. 

At Amsterdam the zoological garden is 
in Kerk Laan, and contains about. ‘28 
acres. 

“The zoological garden at .Paris is 
the only one in Europe that {fs free. It's 
located in the Jardin des Plantas. It 
was founded in 1635, was remodeled by 
Buffon in 1732, and in 1805 it received the 
great Humboldt collection. It is very 
ill-kept, the building are dilapidated and 
the animals, as it were, look moth-eaten, 
and despirited. It is a good thing it is 
free, because I hardly think anyone 
would pay admission to get in.”’

Bids for 85 wagons to be used in 
the removal of household ashes by 
the city next winter will be asked 
for tomorrow by Supply Commission- 
er Thomas. The purchase of the 
wegons was authorized by Street 
Commissioner Travilla, who will have 
charge of the work. A fund of $25,- 
000 has been set aside for the pur- 
chase of the necessary equipment. 
The bids will be opened and the con- 
tracts let July 29. 

The removal of ashes will begin 
Nov. 1, according to Travilla’s an- 
novupcement yesterday. Ashes which 
are allowed to accumulate this sum- 
mer wil] not be remdved by the city. 
The drivers will be itnetructed only 
to haul away ashes which are placed 
in allays in menta! cans holding not less 
than 10 gallons and not more than 2 
gallons, which can be handled by 
one man. Wagons will visit each 
section three times each week during 
the winter, ~ 

No ashée will be removed from dis- 
tricta in which the streets and alleys 
are not paved. If the. wagons were 
allowed to traverse unpaved alleys it 
is feared by the Street Commissioner 
that much time would be lost and 
the equipment would be seriously 
handicapped by becoming mired -in 
the mud. 

Thousands of ashpits throughout 

the city will be rendered useless 

when the ash wagons begin to make 
‘thetr rounds. No ashes will be re- 
moved from ashpits or piles by the 
city teams.

Flooded Ponds Killed the Lar- 
vae, Flooded Basement Took 
“Skeeter Squad” Off Job. 


SAD TO DISINFECT CELLARS 


If They Can Get Back to Work 
‘ Against Unborn Insects This 
Week All Will Be Well. 


‘Rain has both helped and hindered 
the Health Department’s campaign 
against mosquitoes in the past few days. 
The heavy showers of the first two 
days of last week, which caused the 
River des Peres to overflow and filled 


ponds and pools, drowned the larvae | 


from which the winged pests were 
about to hatct. But the rains also 
filled cellars and thus made it neces- 
gary for the men who have been fight- 
ing mosquitoes to the transferred to the 
work of disinfecting cellars. 

If they can get back to work this 
week, Assistant Health Commissioner 
Jordan believes, all will be well. It 
takes the larvae 14 days to hatch into 
mosquitoes, and the sanitary workers, 
if they are back at work in the next 
few days, can oil the ponds and other 
mosquito-breeding places in time to pre- 
vent a new crop of the ingects. 

$5000 for Campaign: 

The Post-Dispatch last spring showed 
the need, in news articles, for an early 
summer campaign against mosquitoes: 
The Health Department obtained a $5000 
appropriation for the purpose of killing 
mosquitoes by spreading coal oil on 
ponds and places where water stag- 
nates. 

Dr. Jordan said yesterday he believed 

the number of mosquitoes had been 
greatly lessened by the work of his 
men, and that only a few complaints 
of mosquitoes infesting neighborhoods 
have been received lately. 
"He believes the appropriation will last 
‘through the summer. It is being ap- 
plied wholly to the materials used, and 
not to the salaries of the men or cost 
of the work, which are paid from gen- 
eral department funds. 

Right wagons, with two men on each, 
have been engaged in the work for 
most of the season. - Postal card com- 
plaints are invited by the department, 
which has distributed circulars through 
the branch libraries.

stroke of melodramatic 
intensity, and its story lacks any- 
thing like novelty in its foundation 
on a nihilist plot of assassination. 
Count Wilkanoff, governor of a Rus- 
Sian district, is slain by a bomb 
hurled into an assemblage of his 
own guests at an evening party of 
his giving. His wife, the Countess 
Vera, really isn’t at all heartbroken, 
as she had come to be wearisomely 
bored by his pompous duliness. As- 
suming a vengeful interest, however, 


~ and quite becomingly garbed in her 


_new widow's weeds, she goes to the 
prison to interview his murderer, 
/Tvanoff, an extremely good-looking 


W young anarchist of such manly at- 


tractiveness that the Countess 
promptly falle in love with him. He 
persuades her to embrace nihilism 
and himself eat one and the same 
time, and it comes to pass later that 
She is assigned to betray an old 
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lover Of hers, Count Alexinski., into 
the hands of a group “told off’ to 
assassinate him. The Countess still 


fcherishes a sneaking liking for Alex- 


inski, so she tells her nihilist com- 
rades that she will kill him herself. 
Whereupon, managing to let Alex- 
inski know her errand, he again 
makes love to her in the most charm- 
ingly reckless manner, leading her to 
forget utterly her nihilist sweetheart 
and fiy with him to Monte Carlo, 
where they are out of danger., 

Just why they should be safe at 
Monte Carlo, when nihilists are sup- 
posed to be able to track their vic- 
tims to the uttermost ends of the 
earth, is itself a mystery, but, any- 
way, the final curtain falls at this 
point. The Berlin stage must be dire- 
fully dull just now, if “The Turn of 
His Excellency” is one of its real 
successes. 


A delightful little two-act musical 
comedy by Fernand Noziere and Mircel 
Lattes, entitled “La Cour Maurcscue,” 
was so beautifully produced: by Count 
Robert de Clermont-Tonnere ai his 
country home, the Chateau Lafitte, re- 
cently, that it has won the distinction 
of receiving the highest praise from An- 
atole France, conceded to be the great- 
est of French dramatic critics. 
The tuneful play tells a story of.Le 
Moors, where he is held a prisaener. It's 
rather a pleasant experience for the Cid, 
inasmuch as he has.one Firzour, an 
Arabian poet, for his comrade, by whom 
he is introduced to the besuties of the 
Moorish Prince's harem, these meetings 
resulting in several very picturesque 
love episodes. Haplessly, however, the 
young Cid’s father, grim old Don Diego, 
comes to the Moorish court to rescue 
him, accompanied by Chimene, his Span- 
ish betrothed. They find Le Cid Cam- 
peador having the gayest of times, ut- 
terly forgetful of Spain.and the maiden 
whom he had promised to marry, and 
all sorts of humorous complications then 
carry the entertaining story onward to 
its appointed happy ending in the ‘ad- 
justment of the Cid’s very badly tangled 
sentimental affairs. Milles Vera Sergine 
played the role of the Cid, Mile. Jeanne 
Ugalde that of Firzour,; the Arabian 
poet; Mile. Revonne that of Chimene, 
all very admirably, and Mile. Villeroy 
Got scored a special triumph as an Ara- 
bian Nights story-teller of the most fan- 
tastic fidelity to type. 

“This is the brightest and most agree- 
able musical fancy that I have ever 
seen put on the stage,” said Anatole 
France at the close of the premiere per- 
formance. As a result of this verdict, 
it’s ‘very much more than probable that 
“La Cour Mauresque’’ will be produced 
at a Parisian playhouse at‘an early day. 


In New York this past week the most 
significant theatrical event, it seems to 
me, was the private exhibition, before 
an invited audience of newspaper critics 
and pleyer folk, of the motion picture 
views of Sarah Bernhardt in “Queen 
Elizabeth,"’ prepared by ‘the. Famous 
Players Film Co., in which Daniel Froh- 
man is a heavy stockholder. 

This notable photo play tells the trag- 
ic romance of Elizabeth’s ominous love 
for Robert Devereaux, Earl of Essex, 
from the moment of their first meeting 
and the Queen's sudden infatuation to 
the tragic ending of the beheading of 
Essex by Elizabeth’s own royal com- 
mand, she betieving that he is faithless 
to her for.love of another, yet learning 
at the last that her suspicions had griev- 
ously wronged him.

Efforts to Prevent eg Mortal- 
‘ity to Be Shared by Pure 
Milk Commission. 


MUCH MONEY IS NEEDED 


Appeal for $6000 Indorsed by 
Business Men’s League and 
Central Social Council. 


Although the “Save the 
League” voluntarily has ceased acti- 
vities, in accordanve with new poli- 
cies of systematized co-operation, the 


work of caring for the needy infant 
population of St. Louis is to be con- 


tinued by the Visiting Nurse Asso- | 


ciation and the St. Louis. Pure Milk 
Commission. 

When the Central Council of Social 
Agencies decided that the Save the 
Babies League was duplicating the 
efforts of other organisations with 
similiar objects, the question arose as 
to what agencies would undertake to 
carry on the work and thereby as- 
sume additional burdéns. After some 
discussion the 8t. Louls Pure Milk 
Commission agreed to cenduct the 
baby clinics and the Visiting Nurse 
Association to continue the nursing 
work. 

Under this plan the latter organi- 
gation has shouldered .a heavy.addi- 
tional amount of work and, accord- 
ing to. officials, will. require at least 
$6000 for 1912. As street collections 
formed one of the chief objections to 
the methods of the: Save the Babies 
League, the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion restricts itself to solicitations 
either by létter or by personal re— 
quest, To assist in procuring the 
necessary finds, a letter has been 
sent to all the former members of the’ 
léague by its executive committee. 
The letter states that the ‘continuance 
of the work depends very largely on 
those who supported the now defunct 
organization last year, and urges that 
all such contribute. 

Bahy Deaths Preventable, 

The Save the Babies League was or- 
ganized in the spring of 1911 to co-oper- 
ate with the existing agencies in pre- 
venting sickness and death among ‘St. 
Louis babies. It was evident to many 
people that some preventive action. was 
necessary, because during the four sum- 
mer months of 1910 St. Louls lost 743 
babies under 1 year of age, a death rate 
of 14.8 per cent and in the-same period 
972 children under 5 years of age died, 


most of them under 2 years, according j. 


to the League’s report for the summer 
of 1910. And from the studies made 


locally and the experience 6f other} 


cities it was apparent that a great part 
of this loss of life was preventable. 
About the only already existing work 
for babies in their own homes was 
that of the Pure Milk»..Commission, 
which furnished pure modified milk for 
babies. This work, however, reached a 
comparatively small number and madé 


no provision for home visiting and | 


nursing. .The Visiting Nurse Association 
had one nurse devoting her time to ba- 
bies, but could not afford more and ob- 
viously one nurse could not cover the 
whole field. 

On account of these conditions the 
work of the League was carried out 
along three main lines, the maintenance 
of feeding stations, ‘where mothers were 
advised and instructed by doctors in 
the care and feeding of babies; the em- 
ployment. of nurses to visit and care for 
the babies in their homes, and cO-Op- 
eration with the Pure Milk Commission 
in furnishing pure milk for bottle-fed 
babies. 

Many Infants’ Lives Saved. 

Working in this way, 1292 babies were 
cared for between Jun 1, and Nov. 1, and 
of these 729 were also under the super- 
vision of the feeding clinic physicians. 
Despite the fact that 22 per cent of the 
babies were sick before they came under 
the care of the league, only 100 of the 
1292 babies died during the five months 
from June to November,-a mortality 
rate of 7.7 per cent. 


Although the summer of 1911 was much } 


hotter than that of 1910, 748 children un- 
der 1 year of age died in 1910 and 690 
in 1911, although the birth rate had in- 
creased 10 per cent, The mortality rate 
fell 2.2 per cent from 14.8 per cent to 
12.6 per cent. 

The Visiting Nurse Association, an. 
entirely independent and nongectarian 
organization, was organized in 1911. Mrs. 
Phillip N. Moore is- president, Mrs. J. B. 
Shapleigh, vice-president; Mrs. John W. } 
Nute, secretary, and Mrs. Phillip B. 
Fouke, treasurer. It is supported by 
a membership composed of both men 
and women. The fees paid are used to 
support the work of the nurses, $800 be- 
ing sufficient for one nurse for-one year. 
It !s at present unendowed and the an- 
nual dues are $5. 

In June, 1912, the nurses of the. asso- 
ciation made 2603 calls on 623 patients. 
Of the patients, 230 were babies under 
one year of age. The organization now 
commands the service of 15 nurses, but 
according to Miss Margaret M. McClure, 
the superintendent, this ie far too small, 
a number. 

Not Enough Nurses. 

“According to the number of ‘baby 
cases’ at hend there should be at least 
five nurses Getalled for thie work ex- 
clusively,”” sald Miss McQlure. “Three 
nurses are all that can be spared and 
the cases to which the baby nurses can- 
not attend are given to the regular dis-

Wife Estranged Before Death in 
Los Angeles. Is Beneficiary 
in Old Testament.

LOS ANGELES, July 20.- Before Her- 


man Brunner, a former St. Louisan, 
popularly called “The Lottery King,”’ 
died at the home of his wife at Alham- 


bra last Wednesday, his estate was tied 
up te about the limit of the law. Now 
that he is no longer a living contestant 
for his own property, the members of 
his family promise to make the legal 
battle for his ,i75,000 estate hotter than 
before. 

At least three wills are likely to be 
offered for probate.

A will just 
found, Mrs. Brunner says, was made 
only three months ago, and was writ- 
ter. in her husband’s own hand. uuis 
will revokes the one made a year ago, 
and leaves his widow well provided for, 
and in charge of the property. 

Both Wills Objected To. 

Mrs. Jr--nner’s attorneys will claim 
that neither of these wills is worth the 
paper it is written on, for the death 
certificate on which the burial permit 
was obtained states that he died from 
atrophy of the heart nerves and from 
senile dementia. Mrs. Brunner will try 
to prove that her husband had been 
mentally irresponsible for six or seven 
years. before his death and was there- 
fore mentally unsound when.the will 
leaving all to his’ children was made 
and when the will revoking this was 
was written.

The bank’s action was taken as a result of a special examination of 


its affairs made at the request of its officials, by clearing house representa- 
tives and national bank examiners which lasted a month and was concluded 
jyesterday. As a means of adjusting the bank’s finances to the reduction 
of’ surplus, it was decided to reduce the annual dividend from 12 to 10 per 
cent, payable quarterly. This dividend, the directors — will be 
ee rhe provided for by the bank’s earnings. 


The manner in which the loans were made, before the panic of 1907, is 
set forth in the directors’ statement, but these transactions are not itemized, | 


Statements of Bank and Examiners. : 
The statement in full, with the statements of the examiners and the 


clearing house, is as follows: 

‘‘The Board of Directors of the National Bank of Commerce in- 
vites the attention of its customers to the following letter which has 
been sent to the stockholders of the bank. 

“It is the desire of the board that the public understand that it 1s 
intended that this bank is to be operated along the most conservative 
lines possible in order to insure the safety of the institution at all times, 

St. Louis, Mo., July 20th, 1912. 
‘‘TO THE SHAREHOLDERS OF THE NATIONAL BANK OF COM- 
MERCE IN ST. LOUIS: 

‘¢We enclose you herewith a statement of the condtion of the bank 
at the close of business on July 20, 1912. 

‘‘ Anterior to the panic of 1907 the bank made two or three large 
loans to enterprises then prosperous and of splendéd promise.

Prostrated by the report that the 
Southern Hotel would close its doors, 
Henry C, Lewis, who has been man- 
ager of the hostelry for 30 years, 
took to hig room at 2 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon and denied himself to 
callers, It was reported about the 
hotel that his condition was serious, 
as he had been ailing for two months. 

On Site of Old Southern. 

The present Southern Hotel mtands 
on:the site of the old Southern, the 
finebt St. Louis hotel of its. time, 
which was built in 1866 and was de- 
stroyed by fire early on the morning 
of April 11,-1877. Thirteen lives were 
lost in the fire 10 of the victims being 
guests of the hotel, The heroism of 
Phelim Toole and Michael Hester, the 
latter of whom is still living, in sav- 
ing guests from the sixth floor of the 
building, became widely celebrated. 
Joseph Pulitzer and Eugene Field 
were among the St. Louis newspaper 
reporters who “covered” that historic 
fire, 

The old Southern was the scene of 
the brilliant, reception and ball in 
honor of the Grand Duke Alexis, one 
of the most distinguished members of 
European royalty who has visited St. 
Louis. It was’also a center of political 
life, and it was in its corridor that 
Jchinny Smith wounded the _ iate 
“General” Billy Ryder with a bullet, 
after Ryder had stabbed him in a 
street fight. 

President Andrew Johnson’ made 
his most famous speech at the old 
Southern, and nearly lost the presi- 
dency. by it. He came to St. Louis 
during his fight with Congress over 
reconstruction measures, drank free- 
ly at the-Southern and later, from 
the hotel balcony, made the — | 
gue which was later, in part, the 
basis of impeachment proceedings. 

Railway Rails ip Censtruction, 

The rebuilding of the Southern was 
undertaken in 1879, and the present 
hotel was opened May 11, 1881. In 
construction it was unique. Thomas 


the chief owner of ‘the old Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad,*and by his order the 
rails which were then being taken up 
from the roadbed, to be replaced with 
new and heavier rails, were used in- 
stead of wood in the construction of 
the building. 

It is believed to be the only large 
building constructed. with railroad 
rails, and it was also the first large 
fireproof hotel in the country. It was 
so thoroughly fireproof that not a 
cent of insurance has ever been car- 
ried on building or contents. 

‘Tt was the»spurpose of Allen and his 
associate, George Knapp, to occupy] 
the entire block with the building. 
But the late Tony Faust had a iqng 
lease on the corner where his res- 
taurant stood, and the hotel people, 
failing: to come to terms with ‘him, 
left at the southwest corner of the 
building a gap which was never 
filled. 

A tablet placed on the hotel a few 
years ago by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution commemorates 
the fact that near the hotel is the 
burial place of Pontiac, chief of the 
Ottawa Indians, . —* was buried 
there by Gov. &t.

Senator Vest, on his visits 
to St. Louis, made the Southern his 
headquarters, and loved to roam up 
and down its corridors. it was Jos- 
eph W. Folk’s headquarters during 
his campaign for Governor, and he 
lived there for several weeks after

CHICAGO, July 20.—The National 
Packing Company, consisting of 350 
concerns, valued at $50,000,000 and 
considered as the clearing house of 
the: Beef Trust, has been dissolved, 
in the belief of the packers. Whether 
this is true, rested today with At- 
torney-General Wickersham. He is 
the determining power. 

A formal statement showing the 
method of distribution’ of the com- 
pany’s assets as outlined by the legal 
talent of the packers, was given to 
James H. Wilkerson, United States 
district attorney at a conference to- 
day. Counsel for the packers as- 
sured the Governmen prosecutor 
that the disintregation @f the assets 
of the National Company\has already 
taken place and that complete de- 
tails are to be given within a few 
days. 

Earlier in the week, however, plans 
showing that it was the evident ob- 
ject of the packers to confine dis- 
solution to the corporative name 
only, were sent by Armour: & Co. 
to’ all department managers ‘of the 
concern. These notices provided for 
the appointment of 46 companies to 
the Armour interests to take effect 
July 28. 

The Notices Sent Out, 

One of the notices dated July 17 
sent Out over the signature of E. 
Wilson, is as fellows:

America Made Canal Possible. 

“The American Government and the 
American people have made that high- 

ay possible to the world. ‘Without 
them probably it never would have been, 
and in any just settlement of the ques- 
tion these greatly increased moral rights 
of the United States must be recog- 
nized. 7 

‘Preference or exemption does not 
look well from an international point of. 
view, and I hope a way out may be found 
to meet the undoubted claims of the 
United States to special consideration, 
and at the same time satisfy interna- 
tional rights and safeguard the British 
imperial interests, which are so large 
upon the American continent.’’ 

Hamar Greenwood, an English mem- 
ber of Parliament, born in Canada, 
says: 

“More ships fly the British flag than 
belong to all the other nations of the 
world. There are more freight ships 
flying the British flag than of all the 
other nations. Therefore, it follows, as 
I gee it, that’ the number of British 
ships using the Panama Canal will equal 
the number of ships of all other na- 
tions. I deduce from this that the Brit- 
ish Empire cannot tolerate any differ- 
entiation in treatment in reference to 
this canal—firstly, because of the’ Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, which specifically 
said there would be no differentiation; 
and, secondly, because the canal, as a 
matter of fact, is very much like the 
‘Straits of Gibraltar.’ 7 

America Entitled to Glory. 

“Americans are justly entitled to all 
the glory of undertaking and completing 
this canal, the greatest engineering 
achievement in the world’s history. They 
also are entitled to the reasonable profit 
possible from the canal, but no mari- 
time power—certainly not the British 
Empire, the greatest of all maritime 
powers—can allow a ring or fence to be 
drawn around this canal and a portion 
of Central America for the sole benefit 
of Americans. 

“Moreover, I don’t believe the Amer!i- 
can people are so selfish that they wish 
to treat the canal as other than a great 
international waterway.

D. CG McClung, campaign manager 
for Attorney-General Elilott W. 
Major, and Sam B, Cook of Jeffersun 
City, were named yesterday by Au- 
gust H, Bolte as the men who 
virtually proffered him the State 
Treasurership nomination on the 
Democratic ticket if he would keep 
out of the race for Governor.

At the convention it is hoped 
by some of the Eastern leaders that 
each State will be left free to plan 
its own campaign providing that the 
plan works for the success of Roose- 
velt electors, 

Roosevelt Fights Compromise, 

Until 6:30 this afternoon Roosevelt 
was still fighting any suggestion of 
compromise. He said to reporters: 

“It may, be that the convention at 
Chicago will provide for separate 
action in various states as the lead- 
ers deem wise, but I am absolutely 
opposed to any arrangement under 
which there is the slightest possibil- 
ity of any elector named for me vot- 
ing under any circumstances for Mr. 
Taft.” 

Thompson, after leaving Sagamore 
Hilt, said: 

“There is no question but that 
there is considerable Taft sentiment 
throughout New England, but we may 
surprise them. Col. Roosevelt ap- 
pears to be absolutely+ opposed to 
any plan by which his influence may 
be used to help any State or local 
Official who is not openly for the 
Roosevelt ticket. 

“In Massachusetts the situation has 
been a little embarrassing becausé 
of the seeming lack of a right kind 
of a man to make «a strong fight for 
the governorship on a third ticket. 
This was one of the problems put 
up to Col. Roosevelt today. Roose- 
velt instantly named a man who will 
be able to make a strong fight.” 

Thompson would not disclose the 
name of the candidate suggested. He 
said that the Roosevelt strength in 
Vermont would come from the men 
in the mountains. 

Can’t Carry New England. 

When asked the direct question if 
he thought the Bull Moose party 
could count upon carrying New En- 
gland Thompson replied bluntly: 

“No,”

that no person can forecast the re- 
sult of a popular vote.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., 
forcing whatever fighting there was for 
nearly nine rounds of a scheduled 20- 
round bout today, Owen Moran of En- 
gland was disqualified for using his 
elbow in clinches, and the decision 
awarded by Referee Charles Eyton to 
Jack White of Chicago.

Among ringside spectators there was 
almost as much difference of opinion as 
at the Wolgast-Rivers decision, many 
asserting that because of White’s meth- 
ods.of defense in clinches Moran only 
seemed to be fighting unfairly. Moran 
displayed. much more cleverness than 
White, whose showing was disappoint- 
ing.

Some of the 
heinousness of the crime might be taken 
away from the knockout, in the eyes of the 
reformers, if It could be shown that the K. O. 
was not the witavate. object of. the boxer.

GUTHRIB, Ok., July %.—Under the 
eye of Gen. Frank Canton, as the per- 
sonal representative of Gov.

Morris Has “Come Back.” 

Gen. Canton was by the ringside and when 
Comiskey dropped, he stepped into the ring 
and declared the fight must stop.

He declares that after Miss 
Kurtenacke™ was seized, Johnston's 
father, John Johnston, took her keys 
and tried to rifle her desk. 

Miss Kurtenacker, in her petition 
for damages, alleges that she was ar- 
rested without proper warrant, held 
incommunicado in the Clayton jail 
more than five hours Thursday after- 
noon and released with the informa- 
tion that no charges were pending 
against her. She alleges the officials 
foreibly took her to Clayton in an 
automobile, refused to tell her the 
nature of the charge and used im- 
proper language to her. 

Webster asserts that the arrest 
was made without'a warrant or with 
a worthless document purporting to 
be a warrant.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Tne recom- 
mendations of the Stanley:Steel Trust 
Investigating Committee will be a con- 
cise embodiment of the doctrine laid 
down by Gov. Wilson in his famous 
speech outlining the position that Gov- 
ernment should take toward big busi- 

ness. 

The Stanley committee in its report 
to the House will state that Gov. Wil- 
son touched the keynote of the remedies 
that should be applied not only in the 
case of the Steel corporation, but to- 
ward all great business corporations. 
The committee suggests that the House 
carefully consider the Wilsqn recom- 
mendations in all its future dealings 
with the trusts. 

The Wilson speech enunciates the doc- 
trine that the government should lay 
down hard and fast lines that must be 
followed on pain of confiscation by the 
government. 

Stanley to See Nominee. 

Representative Stanley told friends 
today that he intended to take a trip 
to Seagirt and confer with Gov. Wil- 
son before the report is given to the 
House. Gov. Wilson has taken great 
interest in the recommendations of the 
committee and Stanley proposes to al- 
low him an opportunity to look over the 
findings of his colleagues and himself 
before they. are laid before the House. 

It is significant that Representative 
McGillicuddy of Maine, a member of 
the investigating committee, was‘ in- 
vited specially to join Gov. Wilson's 
executive committee. 

The bill which Chairman Stanley has 
incorporated in his report for the 
amendment of the Sherman anti-trust 
act was written by Louis D. Brandeis 
of Boston. It proposes that any indi- 
vidual shall have ‘the right to enter 
suit against a corporation on the same 
grounds on which the Government 
heretofore has acter alone. 

This bill was presented in the House 
by Representative Lenroot of Wisconsin 
several months ago. Stanley made some 
slight changes in the verbiage before 
putting it forth as his own in the steel 
report.

Slight improvement in the Emperor's 
condition is stated in official bulletins 
at the palace at 10 o’slock this morn- 
ing. 

TOKIO, July 21.—(Sunday, § a. m.) A 
bulletin from the palace announces that 
some slight improvement is noted this 
morning in the condition of Mutsuhito, 
he Emperor of Japan. It is asserted 
that’ he was able to partake of a little 
nourishment during the night, though 
his temperature at midnight was 102.2 
degrees. 

The weather js intensely hot. The 
Emperor's bed has been moved into a 
sitting room whose windows command 
what little air is astir, 

A bulletin issued last night briefly de- 
scribed His Majesty’s condition as “most 
critical,"’ the somewhat vague appreben- 
causing the greatest public apprehen- 
sion because of the Oriental custem of 
postponing the formal announcement of 
a ruler’s death for some time after the 
event has actually taken place, 

The Empress and most of the princes 
of the blood and their immediate fam- 
ilies as well as the elder statesmen and 
the great national political leaders, are 
assembled within the palace whigh 
stands in the center of the city, sur- 
rounded by a double line of moates, 

Crown Prince Is Ill, 

The only absentees are the Crown 
Prince, Yoshihito, who is confined to 
his bed with ehicken pox and Prince 
Katsura, a former premier, who left 
some days ago on & mission to Europe, 
How well the secrets of the royal pal- 
ace ate guarded ig shown by the fact 
that the public did not learn until yes- 
terday afternoon that the Emperor de- 
veloped diahetes as far back as 1904, 
and had been svffering from chronic 
kidney trouble since 1906. ° | 

The symptoms so far disclosed indi- 
cate Bright's disease, particularly the 
coma into which the patient fell yes- 
terday, when the situation grew s0 
alarming that urgent messages were 
sent to all parts of the cougtry sum- 
moning the princes and’ the dignitaries 
of state who had gone to their summer 
places. 

On last Monday the Emperor attend- 
ed an imperial council, at which a re- 
port on the Chinese situation was sub- 
mitted to the ruler. According to one 
of those present, His Majesty at that 
time showed no sign of indisposition. 

On Tuesday a rumor got abroad that 
the Emperor was ailing, but inquirers 
were told that nothing serious was the 
matter. It is now known that on that 
day there was a conference of court 
physicians under the lead of Dr. Oka, 
who, it is said, gave a diagnosis of ab- 
dominal typhus. Then a number of spe- 
clalists, including Dr. Koyama ane Dr. 
Muria, were summoned. 

Nothing further publicly ne to 
cause alarm until yesterday at 8 a. m., 
when a palace bulletin was sent out stat- 
ing that the Emperor had been attacked 
by acute inflammation of the kidneys. 

Then came a bulletin at 2 p. m. yes- 
terday admitting that His Majesty was 
and had been for years a victim of 
chronic kidney trouble. : 

Thig intensely disquieting news was 
announced in the Tokio Daily News, and 
the tidings spread quickly all over the 
Empire. The public alarm was accentu- 
ated by a further official announcement, 
namely, that uremia, or blood poison- 
ing, had made its appearance and that

DEMAND FOR REMOVAL 
OF GEN. MENA DENIED 


President Diaz of Nicaragua Not 
to Take Refuge on Ameri- 


can Gunboat. 


NEW ORLBANS, July  20.—Last 
night’s cable advices from San Juan 
Del Sur declaring that President Adolfo 
Diaz of Nicaragua planned to take 
refuge on an American gunboat at Co- 
rinto and request the American author- 
ities to compel the resignation of Minis- 
ter of War Luis Mena, lack confirma- 
tion here. A similar report was 
published a month ago in the dally pa- 
pers of Grenada, Nicaragua, and sub- 
sequently denied. 

Last year Mena forced his election by 
the Constitutional Assembly as Presi- 
dent of the republic. for the term be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1918. Representations are 
said to have been made by Washington 
that this Government would insist on 
the observance of the Dawson agree- 
ment, which clearly provided for a pop- 
ular and free pvesidential election this 
fall. 

It is generally believed there that a 
revolution will break out in Nicaragua 
within the next few months.

~~ Bradition About Other Deaths. 
‘80 far as careful investigation shows 
there have been three, or-at most four 
deaths on the farm in the last 20 years. 
There is a* tradition that other deaths 
eccurred there about 30 years ago, but 
mo one here can verify this. 


Bight years ago Gottfried Pahm and 
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his wife moved from the neighboring 
town of Ferren to the farm which they 


had been occupied for more than a 
quarter of a century, by families in 
which the death rate had not been 
above the normal, 

Pahm at this time was nearly 70 
years old and had been an invalid for 
several years. He was wheeled into his 
rew home in an invalid chair. 
sicians said paralysis would cause his 
death in a short time. Less than a 
year later he died, as had been pre- 
dicted. 

Wife Also an Invalid. 

Mrs. Pahn nursed her husband 
through his last illnéss, although she, 
too, was an invalid. Two months later 
she died, the cause of death being heart 
weakness, superinduced by exhaustion 
and a chronic complaint of long stand- 
ing. 

At that time there was no ex- 
pressed suspicion that. a malign in- 
fluence hung over the farm. 

F. E. Tyberendt and his family 
moved into the farm house soon after 
the death of the Pahms. 

“We were never.so healthy as when 
we lived there,” said Tyberendt to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. “My 
son Martin is now the husband of 
Gottfried Pahm’s daughter, Annie. 
They are going to move back to the 
farm when the Ackerman family’s 
lease expires next month, 

“I believe that the original well 
which was sunk on the farm many 
years ago was unhealthy. The creek 
at times raises a fog which might 
cause malaria but with ordinary care 
any family can live on the farm and 
Have nothing to fear.” 


Two years ago, when the Tyberendt 
family moved to Ferren, John Acker- 
man and his sisters, Kate and 
Christine leased the farm. , 


John Ackerman, hard-working and 
abstemious, overworked himself in 
his effort to make a living from the 
farm, his neighbors say. On the af- 
ternoon of July 4, an extremely hot 
day, he collapsed while at wérk in 
the field. He died the next day. Dr. 
Wilc@x of Carlyle at first thought 
Ackerman may have been affected by 
drinking water from the well. Later 
he issued a certificate showing that 
sunstroke was the cause of death. 

One theory which Dr. Wilcox en- 
tertained for a time was that the two 
cows kept by the family may have 
eaten a poisonous weed and that 
Ackerman was poisoned by the milk. 
Ackerman’s sisters assured the phy- 
sician that their brother never drank 
milk. 

There was never a suspicion that the 
so-called “Death Farm"’ was unhealthy 


‘sjuntil accounts were published telling 


of the strange death of Joe Ackerman 
so soon after his brother, John, passed 
away. 
A mistake in telephone transmission 
is believed to have given the impression 
that Joe Ackermah had died. ‘Those 
who knew John Ackerman and had nev- 
er heard of “Joe,” jumped to the con- 
clusion that there had been two deaths. 
Sisters Did Not Leave. 
*The story grew. It was said that the 
Ackerman sisters had fled in-«terror 
from the farm. They are still there. 
They assign no cause for their broth- 
er’s death, except that he was over- 
heated while at work in the field on 
the hottest day of the year. Another 
brother, Steve, has joined them since 
John’s death. 
They say they will remain until their 
next’ month, when the 
daughter of Gottfried Pahm will’ show 
her disregard of the supposed “hoo- 
doo” by taking up. her nesidence in the 
little white farmhouse.

After the funeral Mrs. Grass look- 
ing through her dead child's effects, 
found letters showing that, unknown to 
her, Vera had made Szcezawinski’s ac 
quaintance and had become engaged 
to him. Hearing of his engagement to 
a Polish lady, Vera wrote reproaching 
him and insisting on his keeping his 
troth * to her, or she would kill her- 
self. Thereupon the actor sent her the 
revolver, with a note, telling her to use 
it whenever she felt inclined. 

Grass took the letters to the president 
of the Imperial Theater, but the actor 
had fled the morning after the tragedy, 
pleading a brother’s deathbed and get- 
ting immediate leave. His colleagues 
say his only brother is in this city in 
perfect health. 

The affair has gone to the 
Prosecutor and has caused immense 
sensation throughout the city, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Grass enjoy universal 
respect.

The Missouri Waterway Commis: 
sion has completed its Investigation 
of the extent of the floods of the 


The commission has had an accurate 
survey made of all of the lands of 
the State which were overflowed, and 
has prepared a map showing the @x- 
act location and extent of this terri-— 
tofy. The survey. was made by A. J, 
Wheeler of Charleston, Mo. County 
Surveyor of Mississippi County, under 
the direction of the Waterway — 
mission. 

The total area of land cove by 
the flood from March 4 to 18 
as computed by Wheeler was 670,947 
acres, a territory greater In extent 
than any of the five counties af-- 
fected, and greater than any two 
counties combined, with the excep- 
tion of Dunklin and New Madrid. 
This acreage was distributed among 
five counties of Southeast Missourtl: 
Scott, Mississippi, New Madrid, Pemi- 
scot and Dunktlin, 

Water Through Levee Crevasse. 

The greater part of the flood 
waters swept over these counties 
from a crevasse in the upper S&t, 
Francis levee a few miles above 
Price’s Landing in Mississippi County, 
The flow of water was southwester- 
ly from the river across the northern 
part of the Mississippi County to the | 
Little River Valley, and extended 
west almost to Kennett in Dunklis 
County, and south into Arkansas, — 

A very large part of the total area 
flooded was without cultivation, and the 
winter’s wheat crop was ripening.

Sheriff Jackson, who immediately began trying 
tw solve the mystery, called experienced detect- 
ives to his aid. All were baffled. It was the 
original theory that the murders were the work 
of a lunatic with a homicidal mania, possibly the 
same person who slew with an ax the families in 
several other states on Sunday nights months 
apart, or perhaps some perverted creature who 
was incited to the deed by reading of the others. 

It was not until the crank letters began pour- 
ing in from every direction and the officials had 
studied their curious contents that the religious 
sect theory began to take form. Sheriff Jackson 
now is firm in his belief that there is some 
strange, secret body of fanatics whose tenets cal] 
for such /blood sacrifices, and he warns other 
communities against this menace. 


} ‘Terrible and Deadly Menace.

HIS is the most terrible and deadly

I was determined they should go, and two

We set about to rid the town of the joints after 
a systematic manner. Facts and figures were 
gathered and prepared so that a campaign of edu- 
cation by publicity could be started.

The idea was to arouse the people, who had 
been slumbering. The plan was to make them 
see the injustice that was done them and the dis- 
grace heaped upon their town. Conditions had 
become so disgraceful that anyone who was not 
e supporter of the divekeepers immediately be- 
came an object. of suspicion to the authorities of 
the town. It was a desperate situation, in which 
I had a supreme confidence that the people must 
win, if they were only aroused.

‘After we 
did this we started to pat our plan in operation. 

To attract attention to our idea of what gZov- 
ernment should be, we campaigned vigorously to 
arouse the people. We did tlMg by publishing in 
a weekly newspaper started for the purpose ex- 
posures of graft we had discovered among the 
thieving officials who were protecting the dive- 
keepers.

We reproduced in this paper’s column; con- 
tracts that were nothing but graft and we even 
went to the extent of driving off contractors by 
force when they tried to put down inferior pave 
ment. 


We were arrestea for rioting and threatened 
in various ways, but we didn’t know how to quit. 
We were determined to drive out the degrading 
forces. 


Another method that I used to arouse public 
attention and indigation was to read at mass 
meetings the names of all property owners who 
had leased their places for saloons and resorts 
in West Hammond and in Hammond, Ind. It 
created a sensation at one woman’s club, where 
I read it, and at some of whose members it 
struck very closely, but it all served to awaken 
the public conscience. People began to inquire 
why the police didn’t clean them out, and grad- 
ually all. classes, especially the more ignorant, 
whom we were having difficulty in arousing, 
comprehended the true situation. 


Police Arrest Her in 
Effort to Stop Meetings 


E first came in contact with the police. 
W om tried to stop our meetings and 

even went to the extent of arresting me 
when the people chased paving contractors away 
for attempting to put in inferior pavement. The 
police magistrate was conveniently out of town 
when I was arrested and an effort was made to 
keep me from giving bond, but the people had 
been aroused by this time and he returned post- 
haste when called by telephone. That was only 
one incident. The police paid absolutely no at- 
tention to the resorts and lawless saloons. They 
ruled the police and the police tried to rule the 
people. . 

We organized vigilance committees that visit- 
ed the resorts and saloons and used militant 
methods to drive them out. Big red placards 
were posted about the city giving the names of 
the jointkeepers. 

They threatened a variety of retaliation and 
tried to embarrass the work by starting suits 
against me, but it only served to arouse the peo- 
ple more. 

For our part, we tried in every way to interest 
the courts and the Prosecuting Attorney, but we 
never could get an official to act against them. 
It seemed discouraging at times and we even 
contemplated, in the event of ultimate defeat, to 
organize a rival town. 

No one knows how powerful such a ring o gan- 
ization can be until an effort is made to clean it 
out. 

However, the time came when everyone was 
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up, and fighting and determined that West Ham- 
mond must be clean, courts or no courts. 


I told the people with all the emphasis I could} 


command that they should rule and, after study- 
ing over tne situation, they,.too, began to preach 
tue same doctrine. We soon outnumbered the 
torces of the saloon and resort keeperse-—ag the 
good citizenship does in every community—but 
that did not seem to deter them. They still had 
the offices. -

“To the human female, dress has ever had 
its value as a means of attracting masculine at- 
tention and stimulating masculine interest and 
desire. As a detail or factor in sexual attraction 
it has served a more or less useful purpose. As 
Icng as this role of dress has been subordinate 
to good taste and modesty, no criticism: has been 
warranted, nor could a word of condemnation 
be uttered. 

“But alas, the features of female dress which 
have served a legitimate purpose as long as they 
have not transgressed the bounds of decency and 
modesty, have been for some time tending to an 
accentuation and exaggeration of certain details 
of the female anatomy that are disgusting to 
every decent instinct. 


| It Has No Artistic Charm. 


no artistic charm. One has only to 

stand on a main thoroughfare in any 
large city to recognize the evils presented by 
these monstrosities of modern feminine apparel. 
The way that portions of the anatomy are ex- 
posed and exaggerated is a sad commentary on 
the morals and mental processes of the future 
mothers of the.race. The more the situation is 
studied the more bewildered one is apt to be- 
come. Surely, it cannot be that our girls and 
young women are losing their moral sense or 
lowering their standards of virtue. 

“No, it is not this—yet. At present, the dis- 
gusting and depraved styles of dress that are 
so deserving of criticism are attributable solely 
to a desire that so many young girls and women 
have of being modern and up-to-date, to be just 
a little more daring and risque than their as- 
seciates, and to win the reputation of being 
stylish dressers. Thoughtlessly they adopt ex- 
tremes and give no consideration to the spectacles 
or freaks they become, or the concession they 
make to good taste and conscientious scruples. 

“The great evils of present-day styles of fem- 
inine dress are, therefore, the wrong impression 
they give of good, pure girls, the invitation they 
let innocent women offer to insult and attack, 
ond finally their indisputable tendency to lower 
or destroy ideals of womanly modesty and self- 
respect—which, after all, are just about the best 
armor that virtue and chastity ever had, or ever 
will have. 

“What an illustration of the irony of fate it 
wil] be if modern woman in her frenzied effort 
to win favor in the eyrs of the male sex, adopts 
the latest and most brazen styles only to find

- “1 do not believe,” says Dr, McLean, “that our 
girls realize how far they have gone beyond the 
pounds of modesty. I saw two girls getting on 
a street car recently, and their limbs were dis- 
played to the knees. Our mothers and grand- 
‘others would have died of shame before mak- 
rg so public an exhibition of themselves. This 


is an extremely dangerous trend in our age. 

“I deny that the short, tight skirt is more 

sanitary than any other. The laws of morality 
are the same as those of health. The short skirt 
exposes the ankles which, with the ridiculous 
pumps women are wearing, get thoroughly wet 
in every shower. Immodesty and health are two 
incompatible things.” 
_ Mrs. Oliver L. Garrison Sr. of St. Louis holds 
that the sheath skirt, when carried to extremes, 
is not only immodest but—what is also a deadly 
criticism in feminine eyes—that it is unbecom- 
ing. 

“A skirt which is short and tight fn excess 
is extremely unbecoming,” says Mrs, Garrison, 
“besides being immodest. But in moderation I 
approve of the new-style skirt. It isn’t heavy 
and it doesn’t pick up dirt.” 

“Some of the tight skirts have been exaggerat- 
ed,” declares Mrs. Paul Brown Sr., “and have 
been carried rather to excess. I understand from 
the fashion news that they will soon go out of 
style in favor of longer, fuller garments, and I 
shall not be sorry to see them go.” 

In donning objectionable and suggestive styles 
of dress, American girls are ignorantly copying 
the garb of the demimonde in Europe, according 
to Theophile Papin Jr., who is sometimes called 
the arbiter of elegance in St. Louis.

American girl,” says he, “that she should 

adopt such gowns. She doesn’t know 
their origin. There are two kinds of styles 
which come to us from the continent. One style 
is that of respectable women; the other is that 
of the demimondaines. Our girls, in their ig- 
norance, sometimes adopt the latter without 
knowing it, and unconsciously may present a 
somewhat immodest appearance. 

“Then again, a Parisian model for a gown 
which was originally artistic is copied and re- 
copied until, by the time it sifts down to the 
popular classes, it has become only a caricature. 
Thence come many of the grotesques we see on 
the streets. 

“I do not believe that the average American 
girl consciously does anything to draw illegiti- 
mate masculine attention. She has a most nat- 
ural and innocent desire to add to her attrac- 
tiveness. If she dresses objectionably, the fault 
is due to her ignorance, not to a morbid desire 
to elicit male attention. 

“I have just returned from Europe, and saw 
there that the tight, short skirt has gone out of 
fashion, In Paris, Vienna and other great con- 
tinenta] cities in which the world’s modes are 
fixed the thing now is flounces and over-dresses.” 

On the other side, there are those who are 
advocates of the short, close-fitting gown. Mrs. 
B. F. Bush, wife of the president of the: Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad, declares that she has 
never seen a dress of this description which 
could be called immodest. Mrs. John E. Thomson 
asserts that, although modern styles are often 
carried to distasteful extremes, women have 
never dressed in a more comfortable and a more 
sanitary fashion than they do today. Mrs. Fir- 
min Desloge agrees with her, saying:

The moralist 
and the preacher shouted that we were all going 
to damnation, amd the police were importuned to 
stop the show. But even before the echoes of the 
criticism had passed away, we became ac- 
customed to tights and the show seemed per- 
fectly usual and ordinary.

Inquiries as to their stand on this matter have 
been made by the Sunday Post-Dispatch of sev- 
eral well-known. St. Louis clergymen. The in- 
quirer failed to find any minister either Catholic 
of Protestant, who would exr:ess his belief in 
the existence cf material hell fire. The Protes- 
tant ministers interviewed were unanimous in 
their direct disavowal of any such belief. The 
Catholic clergy were noncommittal] as to personal 
position on the subject, but referred the inquirer 
to the position taken by their church,-which like- 
wise is noncommittai. 

“We don’t know,” was the Catholic reply. 

“We don't believe it,’’ was the Protestant re- 
sponse. 

A generation ago the late Col. Rohert G. Inger- 
soll of Illinois created a wide sensation hy public 
utterances in which he branded as infamous the 
doctrine of a fire-and-brimstone hell. Up to that 
time: the general attitude of the laity seems to 
have beén one of passive acceptance of the theory 
of actual physical torment following this life, as a 
punishment for sin. 
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Spiritual Suffering Much Worse. 4 
HETHER the sheaves paren: believed 
W this and taught it is not to be a mat- 
ter of discussion here, but it is as- 
sumed that the great body-of religious people, up 
tio a comparatively recent day, have “believed in” 
9 place of future punishment described by the 
word hell, which meant universally a place in 
which human beings, having died in their sins, 
suffered actual, eternal physical torture by fire. 

Only a few years ago tills Goctrine was taught 
by a noted Bible student from Chicago in a series 
of meetings in St. Louis which attracted large 
crowds. This teaching went so far as to insist 
that the Bible proves that hell, a fire-and-brim- 
stone hell, is located in the bowels of the earth. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch was unable to dis- 
cover, from.-the clergymen interviewed, that either 
the Roman Catholic Church or any of the Protes- 
tant evangelical churches expressly gives its 
ministers authority for preaching or teaching 
@ materia] hell or fire. 

Each of the Protestant ministers was — en 
in his disavowal of a personal belief in such a 
hell.. The first ene interviewed, the Rev. Jo- 
sephus Stephan. pastor of the Mount Aubarr 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, who has helc 
the pastorate of sevéral other.

“When I was a boy in Texas,” said the Rev. 
Mr. Stephan, “I was asked by an older relative 
if I believed in the fire-and-brimstone hell. I 
replicd that I did, but later reflection and study, 
of course, changed my conception of hell. I do 
not believe there is sucn a hell as the one this 
Bible students’ association proceeds to demolish, 
and I have preached a sermon giving my views 
on eternal punishment. 

“The spiritual sufferings of a conscience tor- 
mented by sin and sensible of its guilt and ruin 
will be infinitely worse than any conceivable ro— 
sults of mere material fire. The literal hell fire 
would be tame in comparison to the spiritual tell 
fire, which earthly language and experience have 
no adequate terms to describe.” 


| Presbyterian Repudiates It. 
HE Rev. Arthur L. Odell. pastor of the 
T King’s Highway Presbyterian Church, is 
one of the ycunger members of the clergy. 
He declared that he did not believe his presbytery 
would consider the subject of a litera] hell of 
sufficient consequence to discuss. 
“I do not know of any Presbyterian minister,” 
he said, “who believes or prphes.this idea. Back 


in Indiana, in my boyhood, there was a congre- 
gation of the Holiness sect, whose ministers used 
to preach hell fire. Possibly the Holiness peovle 
stil] teach and beiieve in it. I do not know, but 
i do not believe that any of the chief denomina- 
tions includes any such conception of hell ir its 
teachings. We believe, of course, in punishment 
for sin, but the future punishment is in the spir- 
itual and not the physical world. I have rever 
considered it necessary or advisable to preach a 
sermon in opposition to the idea of a material 
hell, since such a theory seems out of place in 
the present scope of religion. Of course, this lit- 
eral hell was an idea widely held in earlier years, 
but the church is breaking away from many cf 
the conceptions of past ages, in the light of deep- 
er research and the higher criticism.”

ence to the most natural meaning of the words Of 
Scripture. Hence theologians generally accept the 
opinion that hell is really within the earth. The 
church has decided nothing on this subject; hence 
we may say hell is a definite place, but where it 
is, we do not know. St. Chrysostom reminds us: 
‘We must not ask where hell is, but how we are 
to escape it.’ 

“Holy Writ is quite explicit in teaching the 
eternity of the pains of hell. The torments of the 
damned shall be forever and ever. God says of 
the damned, ‘Their worm shall not die, and their 
fire shal] not be quenched.’ According to the 
greater number of theologians, the term fire 
denotes a material fire, and so a real fire. We 
hold to this teaching as absolutely true and cor- 
rect. However, we must not fo:get two things: 
From Catharinas (died 1553) to our times there 
have never been wanting theologians who inter- 
pret the scriptural term fire metaphorically, as 
denoting an incorporeal fire; and, second, thus 
far the church has not censured their opinion. 
Some few of the fathers also thought of a meta- 
physical explanation. Nevertheless, Scripture 
and tradition speak again and again of the fire 
of hell, and there is no sufficient reason for tak- 
ing the term as a mere metaphor.”

| Catholic Church Noncommittal. 
ATHER PHELAN, however, had another 
F word to say. He remarked that we do not 
know what is the exact nature of eternal 
punishment, since nobody has ever returned after 
death to tell us; but our Lord knew, and we can 
but accept His words. : 

“You will remember, though,” said Father Phe- 
lan, “that our Lord was of the East and lived 
among a people very poetic, who remain so to 
this day.

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ERE is a very simple aeroplane, described 
it by Percy Pierce, model editor of Aero- 

nautics, which he says has made numer- 
ous flights of 700 feet after rising from the

The materials needed are two sticks of spruce, 
each 34 inches long by 1-4x5-16 of an inch in di- 
ameter; two 6-inch propeller blanks, which may 
be bought already carved or may be cut out by 
any boy; 26 feet of 3-32-inch square rubber; four

at one end, so that when fastened together by 
lashing with thread and gluing they will form an 
acute angle. The other rear ends are braced 
apart by a 6-inch bamboo brace, which is lashed 
and glued to the top ot each stick a half inch 
from the ends. A brace of bamboo is also lashed 
and glued on the top of the sticks midway be 
tween the ends. Two small blocks are cut to 
form two steps and are glued to the top of the 
fuselage, 3 inches from the front end. At the

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feet of split bamboo; one foot of 1-16-inch steel 
wire: two and a half féet of thin spruce; two pro- 
peller bearings, a can of ambroid and varnish. 
‘The fuselage consists of two spruce sticks 34 
inches long, whica are tapered off on the inside 


apex or front, a half inch from the end, a hole 
1-16 of an inch is bored to insert a 3-inch piece of 
steel wire for the front rubber anchorage. Each 
end of this wire is bent into a hook to hold the 
rubber. The bearings, which’ can be purchased

from a model supply dearer, are lashed and glued 
on the outside at the rear ends of each stick, so 
that the hooked ends point toward the front of the 
fuselage. 

The propellers should be cut to revolve in op- 
posite directions and when slipped on the shafts 
they should turn out when pushing the model. 

Split bamboo skids are the proper thing. A 
51-inch piece of bamboo is heated over a spirit 
lamp or flame and bent to shape as shown for the 
rear skids. It ig then split in half, thus forming 
the two skids. The braces of these are 4'%~ inches 
long and are bent in the same manner. Now lash 
them to the fuselage go that the front of the skids 
aré 7 inches from the rear and the brace 4 inches 
from the skid. A thin strip of bamboo ig lashed 
and glued to each skid where the brace joins the 
skid to keep them steady. The skids are now 
covered with bamboo fibre and varnished to art 
as keels to give the flyer greater stability. The 
front skid is 74% inches long, whereas the braces 
are 6% inches. 

Thin spruce is used for the planes and should 
not exceed 1-16 inch in thickness. The main plane 
is 18 inches from tip to tip and 3 inches wide, that 
is, with an aspect ratio of 6. The front or ele 
vating plane is 8% inches by 3 inches. Both 
planes should have a camber of abont 1 in 15. 
Four small pieces of the rubbe- for the motors 
are used to lash the planes to the fuselage. The 
rear plane should be placed above the rear skids 
and the front edge of the elevating plane resting. 
on the small blocks at the frent. 

Each motor consists of six strands of rubber 
and each end of each portion of rubber should 
have an S-hook attached so that the motors can 
easily be slipped off to wind up. |
